Mtajdf. I r 's trtM tint under BrOMUJ conditions much of Mm waste 
cannot ii • helped. But a cold eaule losr through a hole in t he p ic- 
k-t ii as much a los« ad one deliberately tossed into the sea. The 
remedy would be to locate the hole aud sew it up. 

Not long siiio the Agricultural (Jommissiouer of the Kock 1s- 
land System published the statemeut that cornstalks made iutoeu- 
silaue were worth 60 per cent, of the value of the grata | aud that 
by wastiug their stalks the farmers were losing $1,000,000,000 a 
year. It would not be necessary to look further if one were after 
an illustration of agricultural suicide. But another instance can 
be seen iu the present wasteful system of ginning and balm;; cot 
ton, together costing the plaufors an uuuecessary $10 a b ile, which 
on the crop of 1012 would aggregate at least $135,000,000. 

Many good farmers have their seed plots, and cross fertilize 
their plants with the care shown by a breeder of race horaoB, But 
the majority shovel then »>eed from the bin at planting time; sell 
the large potato. m i d plant (he little culls. Applynu to the crops 
Of 1911 meieh tip 1 tier. Mice in yield estimate. 1 bv the Departmont

.ol, this would make a dtfferenc.' of $750,000,000. Cm anyone 
say how much it would have amounted to h i i all ih<? farmers plum- 
ed WalMstod seed? 

The Departin.Mit of Agriculture is sponsor for the statement 

that 1,000.000 ions ot tow could be saved (V the tl ix straw that 

is uow burned. Iu iho surplus «r nu st.;t"- tlao after tbrOihiM the 
straw is burned to get. rid ot if; $70,000,000 mmio up iu smoke! I 
is true the all-gr tin farmer has not the Itfr-at'wk to uiiltze the 
straw (and the paper mills are not calling for >i.) so he has to get 
rid of it. But his Uix, wheat and other >traw nas lak-.-n fnnn Hie 
soil vast quaittitiea of the three elements without winch no crops 
cau be raised. No matter what the reasou for its uot being return- 
ed, the land sutlers the loss. 

Through these four leak-holes pour a stream twice as large as 
the cost of the Federal Government. There are m nv more sources 
of waste directlv or indirectly affecting the faun. One of hugti 
importanoa is the preseut policy of poiutiug the outlets of the city 
sewers toward the sea, or worse still the river, couvertiug au in- 
calculable source of wealth into a menace to human lives. Elimi- 
nation of waste is a problem vitally affectiug the country's agri- 
culture. Obviously, it cannot be carried to tha perfection of sci- 
entific mduatral production, but the waste is uow ao great that au 
. ujrmoaa salvage, u certainly obtainable — Wall Si.reet Jourual.
